SUSPECTS FOUND WITH 
$50,000 WORTH OF DOPE 
State authorities, with the co­ 
operation of Palm Springs, Ban­ 
ning and Beaumont police de­ 
partments and the California 
Highway Patrol, last Thursday 
took into custody Tony "Yucca” 
Garcia, reputedly the top sup­ 
plier of heroin in Los Angeles. 
Garcia was arrested in Beau­ 
mont after Lois Virginia Pal­ 
lesano, 23 • year - old Palm 
waitress, was arrested in her 
apartment by Palm Springs of­ 
ficers Ted Greene and Bob Fla­ 
vin. 
AT THE TIME of her arrest, 
site had in her possession $200 
worth of heroin, Police Chief 
John S. Davis said. Miss Palle­ 
sano also has a record as a 
previous user of narcotics, he 
added. 
Garcia and Miss Pallesano 
were arraigned Friday, the for­ 
mer on charges of transporting 
and possession of narcotics, and 
the woman on charges of pos­ 
session only. Both entered pleas 
of not guilty. 
PRELIMINARY hearing for 
the 35 - year - old Los Angeles 
man is set for August 10 in 
Riverside Municipal court, and 
his bail, set first at $23,000 has 
been reduced to $20,000. 
Miss Pallesano was placed 
under $1500 bond, and her pre-

Named Acting 


City M anager 
Russell W. Rink, relieved of 
his duties as city manager by 
council Friday, has been named 
city manager of Pueblo, Colo­ 
rado. 
City Treasurer R. W. Peterson 
is currently acting city mana­ 
ger of Palm Springs, and will 
continue in this dual position 
until a permanent appointment 
is made by council. 
RINK'S APPOINTMENT to his 
new position was made by a 
unanimous vote of the 14-mem­ 
ber city council of Pueblo. He 
will assume his duties there 
September 1. 
Salary for the position is $12,­ 
000, an increase of $2000 over 
his salary here. 
Pueblo, an industrial city lo­ 
cated in a mining community, 
has a population of approxi­ 
mately 65,000. 
PETERSON'S appointment for 
the interim period came as no 
surprise, for he has been acting 
city manager whenever Rink 
has been absent from the city. 
Council has given no indica­ 
tion when the new city mana­ 
ger will be named, or by what 
process he will be selected. Cus­ 
tomary procedure is to ask for 
applications.

Agua Caliente Tribal Coun­ 
cil Monday started plans to ob­ 
tain control over the sale of 
lands in Section 14 to permit 
orderly development of the 
area. 
The council resolved, subject 
to approval from the Bureau of 
Indian Affairs in Sacramento, 
that: 
"Any application for the sale 
of any land in Section 14 by 
the Indian owner should be 
called to the attention of the 
Tribal Council, and that the 
council will have first oppor­ 
tunity to make such purchase.” 
This action was taken, it was 
explained, to provide sufficient 
lands for the establishment of 
flood control channels and for 
street rights-of-way.

Architectural Magazine 
Features Village School 
The Katherine Finchy Ele­ 
mentary school of Palm Springs 
has been cited for its excellent 
design in the July issue of Pro­ 
gressive Architecture, national 
architectural magazine. 
The four pages of pictures 
and text dévoted to the school 
are part of an editorial fea­ 
ture on contemporary American 
school architecture. In this is­ 
sue, the editors go directly to 
the clients — the principals, 
teachers, students, custodians— 
for their reactions concerning 
the architectural merit of their 
school. 
PRINCIPAL WARREN Linville 
of the school reports it is effi­ 
cient to administer and unusual 
in that reserve classrooms are 
available. He says that student 
response to the building has 
been good. Teachers praise the 
teaching facilities, the pleasing 
and functional aspects of the 
modern architecture, the room 
plans, and the provisions for 
their own use. 
Student opinion is particular­ 
ly favorable for such factors as 


the daylight quality of the 
lighting, sound conditioning, 
room comfort and environment 
for learning Ease of mainten­ 
ance is applauded by the cus­ 
todian. 
THE EDITORS praise the ar­ 
chitects, Clark, Frey and Cham­ 
bers of Palm Springs, for their 
imaginative and yet practical 
design which enables mainten­ 
ance cost to be kept to a mini­ 
mum. 
The designers are also praised 
for their economic use of ma­ 
terials and efficient control of 
Palm Springs’ extremely fine 
natural light conditions. While 
the present scheme provides 12 
classrooms plus a kindergarten, 
the site is large and plans call 
for a future school of twice the 
present size. 
This is one of four schools 
chosen by Progressive Architec­ 
ture’s editors to show how good 
architectural design can pro­ 
duce attractive, easily expand­ 
ed school buildings and do it 
economically.

Below Last Year 
Construction in Palm Springs 
during July continued its down­ 
ward trend with permits issued 
for building costing $256,229, 
Ihe city building department 
reported. 
In July, 1952, $897,215 in new 
construction was started in the 
Village. 
TOTAL FOR THE first seven 
months of 1953 is $2,070,729, a 
decrease of $1,311,870 from the 
1952 figure of $3,382,599. 
Largest permit issued during 
July was for a new dining room 
and kitchen at Deep Well Guest 
Ranch to replace the facilities 
destroyed by fire earlier this 
year. The estimated cost of the 
construction is $50,000. 
O t h e r building authorized 
was: Two new dwellings $25,­ 
000: 13 dwelling additions and 
alterations $24,757; four apart­ 
ments, 11 units, $58.000.; five 
apartment additions and alter­ 
ations $11,118; one hotel addi­ 
tion, four rooms. $8000. 
ONE COMMERCIAL building. 
$25,000; five commercial build­ 
ing alterations and additions 
$10,500; eight swimming pools 
$31,000; one t r a i l e r addition 
$1.000; and one school addition, 
$1854. 
A total of 46 permits were 
issued during the month.

Mayor oí Pa 1m Springs. 
Council named him as mayor 
Friday, following their official 
acceptance of Charles Farrell's 
resignation. He will serve the 
remainder of Farrell’s term of 
office, until April, 1954. 
JERRY SANBORN was named 
yesterday to succeed Farrell as 
councilman from the fourth 
district. 
. 
Boyd, in accepting the posi­ 
tion, told council that "I appre­ 
ciate your expression of confi­ 
dence, and will do the very best 
I can for the community,” 
“IF AT ANY time you wish 
lo make a change, I will be in 
full accord with your wishes,” 
he added. 
Councilman Ted McKinney, 


while voting for Boyd’s election, 
had asked,that the matter be 
deferred until representatives 
of all council districts were 
present. He proposed that Boyd 
be named mayor-pro-tem at the 
meeting. Four members were 
present; Boyd, McKinney, Ruth 
Hardy and Frank Miller. 
FARRELL, in his letter of 
resignation, expressed to coun­ 
cil his "kindest regards and ap­ 
preciation for your help, under­ 
standing and cooperation dur­ 
ing these past years." 
“Commitments that I have 
entered into and pressure of 
personal business make it ne­ 
cessary for me to resign my of­

Police Chief Davis 
City council listened quietly, 
with only a few interruptions 
to correct what they believed 
misstatements while Russell 
Rink presented his defense yes­ 
terday afternoon, and t h e n 
adopted a resolution dismissing 
him as city manager, effective 
August 22. 
A capacity crowd witnessed 
the presentation held In the 
council chambers at city hall 
—with the outcome a foregone 
conclusion as Rink had accept­ 
ed a position as of September 
1 as city manager of Pueblo, 
Colorado. 
MOST SENSATIONAL event 
of the hearing came near the 
close, when Rink was asked by 
Mayor Florian Boyd about a 
report that he had said in his 
application to Pueblo that his 
dismissal had resulted from his 
opposition to gambling. 
Rink denied that he had said 
that, but added that he had 
been asked about his stand on 
gambling and had answered 
the city council of Pueblo that 
he was opposed to it unless it 
was legalized as in Las Vejjas. 
"BUT,” HE SAID, ”1 told them 
that I believe ulterior forces 
may be at work trying to get 
gambling in Palm Springs be­ 
cause they were endeavoring 
to get a chief of police other 
than the best one that could be 
found.” 
The former city manager did 
not elaborate upon this state­ 
ment, but had previously said 
that he believed his dismissal 
was a direct result of his ap­ 
pointment of John S. Davis as 
chief of police. 
MAYOR BOYD told Rink that 
in spite of city council receiv­ 
ing this report, without any ex­ 
planation, it had sent a tele­ 
gram of recommendation to 
Pueblo.

After 1 five-month 
study, a committee of the Riverside County Association of 


Commerce has recommended a charter plan of government 
involving election of supervisors at large attd a county manager 
system. The Desert Area, along with other sections far re­ 
moved from the cormty seat, have suffered for lack of proper 
representation on the Board of Supervisors. The growth of 
Palm Springs and frtdio in recent years has made unequal rep­ 
resentation all the more noticeable. 
It has been pointed out many times that this section pays 
forty percent of the county, taxes but has only one representa­ 
tive on the five-man board. Recognition of the importance 
of this area to the economy of the entire county has been 
lacking for many years. As the association s report points 
out, “it is necessary as far as possible that our county govern­ 
ment he so framed and administered that it shall ameliorate 
any partialities, actual or imagined." This can best he achieved 
by election of supervisors at large. 
Business interests and residents of Palm Springs have bng 
sought some such a change in our county government. A 
united effort in support of the proposed change should be 
organized in Palm Springs so this section can make its wishes 
known when the matter is brought before the Board of Super­ 
visors in September.

Many Alger­ 
ians were there. Clusters of 
police, highly technical and

to suppress rioting, 
waited at several street corners. 
When street fighting began 
in a place which Mrs. Hunter 
and I had just vacated, they 
broke it up at once. At the ter­ 
minus of the procession how­ 
ever, a much worse fight took 
place. Algerian knives flashed 
and the police and probably 
others, fired. A friend of mine, 
driving a car past, found a bul­ 
let hole in the side of his car. 
WHEN THINGS quieted down, 
several were dead and more 
were wounded, including some 
of the police.

'Right to Know' 


Bill Enacted 


Into State Law 
“The right to know" bill is 
now officially a state law. 
Governor Earl Warren has 
signed the measure, Assembly 
Bill 339, whieh declares that 
actions of city councils, public 
commissions, boards and other 
public agencies "shall be taken 
openly and their deliberations 
be conducted openly." 
The provisions apply to all 
local agencies in California, 
“county, city, city and county, 
town, school district, political 
subdivision, or any board, com­ 
mission or agency thereof, or 
any other local public agency." 
Open deliberations are the 
"greatest protection honest of­ 
ficers have,” Governor Warren 
declared when signing the law. 
"I think anyone who has read 
in newspapers of conditions in 
our national government w ith­ 
in recent years is aware that 
many, if not most, of our diffi­ 
culties in Washington stem 
from the fact the people do not 
know what’s going on.” 
The bill also provides that a 
r e g u l a r schedule of regular 
meetings shall be set up, that 
adjourned meetings be held at 
times and places specified in 
public session, and that notice 
of special meetings shall be 
made to each local newspaper 
of general circulation.
